instead of a southern one. The presidential 
party arrived yesterday evening at 7 o'clock. 
A few moments after General and Mrs, Phil 
Sheridau reached the Galt house a battery of 
artillery fired a presidential salute. On the 
arrival of the party at the depot the commit- 
tee was ready with a carriage and drove the 

arty at once to the Galt house, the streets 
eing filled with a very large crowd, the hour 
of the evening being considered. Details of 
police, under command of General Taylor, 
kept the way clear, and the party reacned 
the hotel] withoutdelay, proceeding at once 
to their rooms without the formality of a re- 
ception. Besides President Arthur, there 
were Secretaries Folger and Lincoln, Post- 
master General Gresham, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Evans, Surrogate Rollins, 
of New York, Senator Bayard and Congress- 
man Perry Belmont, E. H. Green and C. C. 
Baldwin, of New York. General Sheridan is 
accompanied by Mrs. Sheridan, Colonel Mike 
Sheridan and wife, Colonel Tompkins, and 
several friends. Last night at the Galt 
house the president and party, General Sher- 
idan and party and a few gentlemen of Louis- 
ville, dined with B. Dupont, president of the 
Southern Exposition. The dinner was the 
most elegant ever set in the Galt 
house, famed the world over for its 
splendid menu. ‘9! ae num- 
ber of guests who sat down to dinner was 
thirty-seven. ‘The ladies with General Soperi- 
dan, preferring to dine alone, after the long 
trip, were not of this party. At 11 in the 
evening President Artiur and his party at- 
tended a reception given in honor of Perry 
Belmont. of New York, at the handsome resi- 
dence of Francis D. Corley. Besides the 
presidential party, a number of distinguished 
risitors attended, ‘among them General and 
Mrs. Sheridan, Colonel and Mrs. Sheridan, 
President C. C. Baldwir of the Louisville and 
Nashville railway, Senator Bayard and Mr. 
E. H. Green of New York. In the absence 
of Mrs. Carley, who was detained at her sum- 
mer residence at Newport, a number of the 
most prominent and beautiful ladies of the 
city assisted Mr. Carley in receiying the 
guests. The attendance was very large and 
the entertainment the most brilliant ever 
given in Louisville. 

THE OPENING DAY. 

With the first streak of daylight this morn- 
ing, crowds of people began pouring into the 
city from every point of the compass. Trains 
were doubled up, and- by nine o’clock Main 
street was so full that it was difficult to pass 
along the sidewalk. ‘The president rested 
well, and was ready by 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing to take his part in the exercises of the 
day. The presidential party left the Galt 
house in carriages, escorted by body of po- 
lice, and the military organizations, and 
moved by the most direct route to the expo- 
sition. Their way was a. per- 
fect ovation the entire cis‘ance, thou- 
sands of people vbeering as their distinguish- 
ed visitor passed them. The great main build- 
ing, capable of holding 20,000 people. was fil- 
ed completely, and the crowd was too thick 
for comfort. President Dupont, of the expo- 
sition, we)comed the president. President Ar- 
thur gracefully responded, and concluded by 
starting the vast machinery, pronouncing the 
exposition open. Thecrowd was wild with 
enthusiasm. The presidential party leaves 
for Chicaga to-night. The managers of the 
exposition were most agreeably surprised at 
the unlooxed for crowd on the first day. 
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Mraterions Hints at a New Mevement Whieh Is to 
Upset Exlating Plans. 

New York, August 1.—There was nothing 
new in the strike of the telegraphers this 
morning. It was rumored, however, at the 
headquarters of the strikers that a movement 
was on foot which would give an entirely new 
phase to the fight. What this movement was 
to be was kept secret, but is supposed that a 
strike of the railroad operators on the Gould 
lines will be the outcome of it. The report 
that operators on Toledo and Wabash 
railroad = struck yesterday was con- 
firmed by otticers of the broth- 
erhood yesterday. ‘The remainder of the 
men, it is thought,will go out at noon to-day, 
Otticers of the Western U pion company claim 
that this will have no eftect on their policy, 
and assert contidently that the backbone of 
the strike is broken. A larger number of 
strikers than usual were stationed at the 
Western Union building in the street and on 
Broadway this morning. They said in a 
mysterious way that something was up, and 
that the fight would soon be won. One said 
that it was time the strikers did something, 
and that they were now preparing to act to- 
day. The strikers received their first install- 
ment from the striking fund. Enough was 
given to each to provide for present necessi- 
ties, and before the end of the week it is said 
that each will receive a month’s pay. The 
superintendent of the Western Union compa- 
ny reported this morning that all wires, with 
he exception of two or three circuits to lliz- 
abeth, N. J., were working splendidly, and 
that there was no delay in bandling business 
offered. The wires to Elizabeth were found 
to be interrupted this morning, but whether 
they had been cut or broken was the result of 
an accident bad not been ascertained. All of 
the operators who were paid off yesterday, 
returned to work to-day. ‘Tiere was no other 
accession, however, to-day from the brother- 
hood. 

ATTEMPTS TO CUT THE CABLE. 

Several detectives were detailed to look out 
for attempts on the Western Union com- 
pany’s wires, the officers of the company hav- 
ipg reported that such attempts were expect- 
ed. Three prisoners were taken to police 
headquarters. Their names and _ charges 
could not be learned. Superintendent Den- 
ison and another .official of the Western 
Union called at police headquarters in the 
evening and had a long interview with 
Captain Leary, acting inspector. They 
reported that they had reason to 
believe that an effort was to be 
made to cut the important cables. They 
thought that a party inatug might then be 
engaged in the work, and asked that a police 
boat be sent to frustrate itif it should be 
made. Captain Leary thought it was not like- 
ly that any such work would be done and ad- 
vised the men to go home and go tobed. [If 
they really feared their cables were in dan- 
ger, however, and wished to secure the arrest 
of any one attempting to cut them, he ad- 


vised against sending the boat to frighten off 


the expedition, He suggested that a tug 
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should be hired by the company and manned 
with a force of police. JYhe reserves of the 
first, fifth and twenty seventh precincts 
were put at the service of the company 
and were ordered to report at the foot 
of Liberty street.

The Boston Herald editorially, this morning, 
it. The Savannah Morning News 
says the bottom seems to have fallen 
out of the strike, and the company 
performing its service satisfactorily without 
the strikers. A Nashville dispatch says that 
business in the southern division is moving 
all right. Reports from various points have 
been received of railroad opérators refusing 
commercial business, who have been prompt- 
ly discharged by the railroad superintendents 
and their places filled. The Chattanooga and 
Mobile force are increased one man each. 
This is$the company’s statement, but the 
strikers furnisheda different one, in which 
they say that ‘‘forty men of the Western 
Union in New York walked out and joined 
the strikers to-day. We are solid every- 
where. All the men quit the Western Union 
offices in Richmond, Va., a few min- 
utes ago and left old man Tree holding the 
fort.’’ 

Detroit, August 1.—The operators in the 
Mutual Union oflice at Grand Rapids, in obe- 
dience to orders from the executive commit 
tee of the brotherhood, left their instruments 
this morning. The railroad operators, about 
forty in number, also_ received’ or- 
ders not to do anv commercial * works. 

The executive committee of the Western 
Union company met today, but after their 
adjournment it was said that no action Was 
taken revarding the strike. 
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The Galveston Western Unaton Man Fined for Con 
tempt. 

GaLvyrston, August 1—Yesterday morning 
the case of F. B. Ames, one of the Brother- 
hood of Telegraphers, who was charged with 
striking Wm. Gaines, who was temporarily 
filling a vacancy in Galveston, was dismissed, 
the aflidavit not being sustained. Costs were 
taxed against the complainant, Manager 
Hall, of Western Union company. Tuae tat- 
ter was much provoked at the action of 
the court in not convicting 
Ames and occasioned some excitement by 
putting on his hat in the courtroom, outside 
of the railing; and by making remarks dis- 
respectful to the crurt. He was fined $25 and 
sentenced to jaii for twenty-four hours. He 
was then placed in a pen with several hard 
cases, and afterwards marched tv the sherilf’s 
office. Subsequently his lawyers succeeded 
in having his tine remitted. Hall declined to 
make a personal apology to the court, but was 
finally released through efforts of his attor- 
ney.

A STRANGE EXCHANGE. 


A Short Term Convict Sells His Personality to a Long 
Term Convict for Oce Thousand Dollars. 

Hovston, Texas, August 1.—One of the 
queerest cases on record developed itself to- 
day. Policeman Garham yesterday took a 
captured convict to Huntsville penitentiary 
and returned him to the vflicers there. This 
morning Garham, having nothing to do, 
thought he would call up Geo. Hasselmeyer, 
who had been senteuced at the last term of 
the Harris county court to 17 years in the 
penitentiary for horse stealing. Garham knew 
Hasselmeyer, so when the convict who an- 
swered to that name was brought up he was 
astonished to find thatif was not the same 
person whohad been sentenced under that 
name. The penitentiary warden insisted 
that it was the only Hasselmeyer confined in 
the penitentiary, whereupon the conyiet 
seeing that further concealment was useless, 
made a confession. It seems that James 
Ke:nnon, who was sentenced at the same term 
of court as Hasselmeyer to three years, and 
Hasselmeyer were chained together, and on 
the way to Huntsville Hasselmeyer made the 
astounding proposition to Kennon that they 
should change names and terms, Hasselmeyer 
offering Kennon $1,000 to work his seventeen 
years’ sentence, while he should work the 
three years’ sentence of Kennon. Kennon 
accepted the proposition. When Hassel- 
ineyer’s name was called at the penitentiary 
and he was told to register, Kennon stepped 
forward and declared that he was the man. 
As neither the warden nor the guard who 
brought the convicts to Huntsville knew the 
names of the men, the ruse was completely 
successful, and had it not been for the mere 
chance of Garham asking to see Hasselmeyer, 
whom he happened to know, it is sométhing 
that might happen at any time, and yet none 
of the ofticers would be any wiser, as they are 
not supposed to know the convicts personally 
until after they are registerd at the peniten- 
tiary. Hasselmeyer was found ona convict 
plantation working under the name of Ken- 
non. He has been working outside of the 
walls, as the short-term prisoners are not so 
closely confined and guarded as are those in 
for a long term. 


CAPTAIN WEBS’s DEBATH. 


The Doctors Declare that the!Swimmer was Suffo- 
eatedia Whirlpool Kaplids. 

BurraLo, August 1.—The post-mortem ex- 
amination on the body of Captain Webb was 
made by Doctors Smith and Clark. The in- 
juries found were the same as described, ex- 
cept that the skull was not _ fractured, 
although gashed deeply four 
inches. The wounds, one of the physicians 
stated, were not sufficient to cause death. 
He said: “I believe Webb was suffocated. 
There don’t seem to be any rocks in the chan- 
nel nearthe surface, but the narrowing and 
widening of the sides produce, with the cur- 
rent, great waves, without regularity. If he 
got through three orfour of them he did 
well. I believe his body was dragged 
down by theundertow, and breathing ren- 
dered impossible.’’ The wounds were proba- 
bly produced near the whirlpool, where the 
rapids terminate. The physicians are reti 
cent about the details of the post mortem. 
After the examination the corpse was placed 
in a coffin, screwedup and returned to the 
vault, only io be opened suoject to the 
widow's wisbes. No word had at an early 
hour to-night been received from her or from 
Manager Kyle, which is regarded as rather 
singular. Several hundredexcursionists from 
- Butfalo went down on the afternoon train to see 
the body, but were disappointed, for the au- 
thorities refused to gratify their morbid curi- 
osity. The jury returned a finding that Cap- 
tain Webb came to his death from causes un- 
known.

seems almost an unnecessary waste of labor to 
prick another bubble of this 
kind.”’ He proceeds, however, to 
give a letter which he has §from 
an officer of the bank of England upon this 
subject. This letter says: ‘‘The only un- 
claimed property of which the bank has cog- 
nizance issuch as is invested in government 
stocks and annuities. * Those on which 
the dividend; are unclaimed for ten years are 
transferred to commissioners for the reduction 
of the national debt. * * There is no limi- 
tation to the time when such reclaim may be 
made. The bank receives very numerous ap- 
plications for unclaimed money from Amer- 
ica, only a fractional percentage of which re- 
fers to funds in existence. These inquiries 
are always answered, and any means that 
you can take to spare the supposed claimants 
the trouble, anxiety anc expense into which 
they are led by designing persons would 
at the same time confer a boon on them 
and spare the bank much unnecessary 

The unclaimed dividends. in the 
England amount to immense suns, 


is, it being claimed that such pubdlica- 
ynote fraud. It now confines its 
efforts in this line to sending out circulars 
to persons likely to be interested in 
each particular case. In some of these 
cases dividends h ve been accruing for 125 
years. Among the curious numbers of the 
jist is one which shows that thereis about

In 1856 this sum 
amounted to about $250,000,000, though a 
considerable portion of this—over one-half— 
has since been transferred to successful claim- 
ants, a more liberal law having enabled them 
to obtain recognition of their§claims, 
CHOLERA AND YELLOW FEVER. 

Secretary Folger is determined that no ef- 
fort shall be omitted to prevent the introduc- 
tion of cholera and yellow fever, now knock- 
ing at the doors of the country both east and 
south. ‘‘i don’t propose to omit any effort 
that will aid in preventing the entrances of 
the diseases,’ he said to your correspondent 
just before leaving. ‘‘There was some doubt 
about the law, but I have decided to resolve 
it in favorof the country and against the per- 
sons who are trying to bring infected articles, 
or articles that may be infected, into the 
country. We shall enforce the law from mild 
to the severest terms; and if it is possible to 
keep it out it will be done.”’

tificates $89,271,411; certificates of deposit 
outstanding *12,910,000; refunding certificates 
$377,700; legal tenders outstanding $546,739,- 
926; fractional currency outstanding $6,999,- 
Z4l1. 

The total collections from internal revenue 
during the month of July were $92,785 55, 
which is £35,600,000 less than the total collec- 
tions during July 1882.

The platform favors the entire aboli- 
tion of the present system of internal taxation 
and the reservation ofthe public lands for 
actual settlers. The remainder of the plat- 
form, which is quite long, deals entirely with 
state matters. 

AN ALLEGED POLITICAL SCHEME, 

New York, August 1.—It is reported that 
the prosident, during his recent visit to New 
York, arranged for the performance of an im- 
portant piece of political work bearing upon 
the next presidential contest. Under the new 
rules governing the election of delegates to 
the republican national convention, four del- 
egates at large will be chosen from the state 
of. New York. I: is averred that the presi- 
dent has recommended that these delegates 
at large shall be chosen by the state conven- 
tion that will meet early next fall, instead of 
a convention to ve called next spring for the 
election of delegates to the national conven- 
tion, This movement, it is claimed, is made 
for the purpose of choosing Arthur delegates 
at large from New York in advance of the 
choice of delegates in any of the other states.

A Lively Timein the Cross:‘Examination—A Gentiles 
man’s Veracity Doubted. 

Wasuincton, August 1.—In the Hill inves- 
tigation to-day, M. N. Malone, superintend- 
ent of the public buildings at Pittsburg, Pa., 
was called for the defense and testified to a re- 
cent conversation beld with Mr, Steinmitz, at 
Pittsburg, in which Steinmitz remarked that 
he was a party to the investigation, and that 
the architect, the assistant architect and the 
chief computer were the men he _ was 
after; that Hill had treated him 
unfairly, and he meant to get even with him. 
Thompson, the chief computer, was present 
during tae conversation and took part in it. 
On cross examination the witness says the 
conversation took place in a restaurant. 
Thompson might have criticized Steinmitz 
for his course in the investigation and Stein- 
miiz defended his conduct. He abused 
Thompson roundly. Witness came here part- 
ly on business and partly in response toa 
note from Thompson, who called his atten- 
tion to Stcinmitz’s testimony in regard to the 
conversation in question. Witness paid his 
own expenses to the city. He charged the goy- 
ernment only for hisexpenses when traveling 
on public business. In one instance, he had 
travelled on public business at his own ex- 
pense. A breeze occurred during the cross- 
examination of this witness. Mr. Colemen

The daughter of Mr.-Hoyne relates that no 
attention was paid to the dead after tlre acci- 
dent, and that the bodies were lying on the 
side of the road, exposed to the sun, for four- 
teen hours after the disaster. 

It is futher declared that parties were open- 
ing valises and searching the bodies of the 
dead, while the employes of the road were 
eneaged in removing the debris.

A Note! Guest Feund With a Bullet in His Brain— 
“All for Leve.” 


Bay Heap, N. J., August 1.—Job C. Little, 
aman of military appearance, arrived here 
trom Baltimore ten days ago, and registered 
aut the Milburn house. On Saturday evening, 
a lady arrived at the Milburn house and her 
expenses were paid by Mr. Little. She regis- 
tered as Mary CC, Little. They went to Fair 
View for a ride, and spent Sunday almost en- 
tirely in each other’s company. Mr. Little 
introduced the lady as his sister. This 
morning the lady went to Philadelphia. Lit- 
tle then wrote several letters and paid his bill 
and that of the lady. He said he would lie 
down for a while as he was going to New York 
in the aiternoon. When the clerk went to 
call him this afternoon he was found dead in 
his bed. In his right hand was grasped a re- 
volver with one chamber discharged. The 
ballet had been fired into his brain. On the 
dressing-case was a letter addressed to Mrs. 
Mary Little. On the back of the envelope in- 
closing the letter was: ‘‘Minnie: It wasall for 
love.

when the parliamentary announcement was 
made that Carey had _. ~pbeen killed. 
From the _ official information given 
by the government, it appears that the man 
who killed Carey is named O'Donnell. The 
government had often received private infor- 
mation concerning meditated attacks upon 
Carey, and had many suspected Invincibles 
under surveillance, but the officers had no 
knowledge about any person = answering 
O'Donnell’s description. 
THE FATAL SHCT. 

(Carey, it turns out, was bound for Port 
Ilizabetn, Africa. He had gained a guod 
deal of his self-possession and spirit, and was 
pretty well convinced that his identity and 
destination were both unknown. He was a 

assenger aboard the Melrose Castle, owned 
by Donald Currie. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that any one aboard when the ship left 
London knew anything about Carey. When 
the vessel was made fast to the “dock at Port 
Elizabeth, in a rather jubilant manner the 
informer supervised the landing of his bag- 
gage. He then boarded the gang-plank and 
walked down to the wharf. The momeut he 
stepped upon the wharf, a man stepped up to 
him, placed a pistol close to his breast, over 
bis heart, and fired. Carey staggered and fell, 
but before he lost his footing his assail- 
ant fired another ball into his brain. 
The assassin was for a moment 
supposed tc be a madman, but when he nour- 
ished bis weapon and cried out, “That is 
James Carey, G— d—— his soul,’ the officers 
of the Melrose Castle at once realized the sit- 
uation, overpowered the speaker and placed 
him in chains. The murderer was soon identi- 
tied as a stranger who had boarded the Mel- 
rose Castle at Cape Town, and booked bimself 
for Natal. No one knew his business, and on 
board the Melrose Castle he bad shown no in- 
terest in the man he killed. He loitered 
about until Carey went ashore, and then 
ralked after him and shot him dead upon the 
dock. The prisoner, O'Donnell, refuses to 
make any statement. Investigation here 
shows tbat a man answering O’Donnell’s 
description booked from London to 
Cape Town aboard the ship  Kinfauns 
Castle, another vessel of the Donald Currie 
line, which left London several days before 
the Melrose Castle did. The Kinfauns Castle 
was advertised to make a connection at Cape 
own with the Melrose Castle for Natal. it 
puzzles the’ officials how O'Donnell ever 
learned that Carey was to leave for Cape 
Town by the Melrose Castle. He seems to 
have been so completely informed and so ab- 
solutely determined that he chose to go 
abead and wait at Cape Town rather than 
risk the government's keen inspection of the 
persons who boarded the Melrose Castle at 
London. ‘The ministry appear to be some- 
what dazed at the completeness of the infor- 
mation possessed by the Invincibles, of which 
this assassination furnishes complete proof. 

DISCUSSED IN ENGLAND, 

The English press, in commenting upon 
the death of Carey, generally agree that any 
other end to the intormer’s life was hardly 
to be expected. The Daily News saysthe as- 
sassinpation clearly shows that the murder 
party in Ireland must have an extremely 
keen secret police organization. Save Guiteau, 
it adds, no recent. criminal has excited so 
much attention as Carey. The Times regards 
Carey’s death as a public misfortune, and 
says it would have been well for England if 
he could have lived to defy the Invincibles. 
In the opinion of theStandard hisdeath must 
inevitabiy be hailed by the Irish as a great 
victory for the Invincibles. 

The Telegraph, says that the murder was the 
leveling of the pistol directly at law and or- 
der and the whole social system, and believes 
that the murder was ordered from either Lon- 
don, Dublin or New York, and that it wouid 
have taken place no matter what direction 
be had taken. The Post alludes to the mur- 
der as a startling proof of the discipline and 
determination of the secret order existing in 
Ireland. The Dublin News says that, while 
his death cannot but give joy to the real 
friends of Ireiand, it is also a menace, and 
the unhappy event gives proof, if that were 
needed, that the elements of danger continue 
to exist.

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MUST BE TRIED IN ENGLAND. 

James Carey was shot at 4 0’clock on Sun- 
day afternoon. The steamer Melrose, on 
which the shooting occurred, arrived at Port 
Elizabeth at 2 o’clock on Monday afternoon.

THE NEWS IRELAND.

A Farthquake MWushed 


Authorities. 

Lonpon, August 1.—The latest advices from 
Casamicciola say§jthat a number of English 
and Americans have arrived here in search of 
friends and relatives, who are:upposed to 
have been victims of the calamity. The 8yn- 
dic states thata thousand are dead at Lacco, 
athousand at Forcio, and two thousand five 
hundred! at Casamicciola. The damage Sto 
property is 2,000,000 liers. Shocks 
of earthquakes have been fe't 
at Wiesbaden. The bishop of 
Casamiocciola, who was killed by the earth- 
quake last Saturday night, was Monsignor 
Mazzella, who was preconcised in Partibus for 
his devoted serviceson the o2casion of the 
earthquake at Casamicciola in 1881. Tele- 
grams have been received in Berlin which 
State that there wasa slight earthquake on 
the island of Ischia on the 24th of July, but 
that the fact was hushed up by the authori- 
ties for fear that if a report of it was sent 
abroad visitors would be deterred from visit- 
ing the islands. 

THE STRICKEN LOCALITY. 

The inhabitants of Casamicciola are princi- 
pally peasants, who cultivate the grape. The 
town has nearly tive thousand inhabitants, 
and it is also much patronized by tourists and 
invalids, who go there to take the waters. Its 
baths are largely frequented by sufferers with 
lung disorders and skin diseases, and there is 
always a throng of visitors at the hotels Belle- 
vue and La Gran Sentinella. In the days of 
the noman empire the baths were in high re- 
pute, and their fame has descended to modern 
times. In the summer season invalids from 
allcountries take the boats fron. Naples, 
which run several times a day, and land ata 
little harbor distant about a _ mile 
from the town and thence proceed on 
donkey back to Casamicciola. The town is 
the smallest one on the island of Ischia, but 
itis the favorite resort. Fiore the largest 
town, has a population of 8,000. Then comes 
Ischia with 6,100 and Casamicciola with be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000. The view from the 
mountains is especially fine. The scenery is 
picturesque, rocky crags and streamlets and 
hillsides covered with vines adding tothe 
natural beauty of the place. The blue wa- 
ters of the Gulf of Naples with dashing boats 
darting here and there, wash the shore of the 
island; and in the distance may be seen the 
mainland, dotted with whitewashed villas 
and surrounded by grovesand vineyards. 
Ischia is certainly of volcanic origin. Its 
coasts are steep androcky. Near its center is 
the volcano of Epomso, 2,500 feet above the 
sea. Its first eruption wasin 1301. There are 
also twelve smaller volcanoes. The interven- 
ing valleys are of extraordinary fertility, pro- 
ducing corn, wine and fruitsin abundance. 
The castle of Ischia stands on a high isolated 
rock of volcanic tufa and ashes. 

In March. 1881, Casamicciola was partially 
destroyed by an earthyuake. The shock 
lasted seven seconds. it was accompanied 
by a noise like subtreranean thunder, Then 
came the crash of falling houses, mingling 
with the sbrieks of victims. Mothers were 
found with infants still clinging to their 
breasts. At the Villa Cammoini two girls, 
who were playing on a doorstep, were struck 
dead by the falling arcitrave. Two hundred 
houses were thrown down and many others 
were damaged and made uninhabitable. The 
toss Of life was not nearly so large as on this 
occasion, but more than a hundred men. 
women and children perished. 
About three hundred peopla_ were in- 
jured. Another earthquake occurred at Ca- 
samicciola in February, 1828. As the morn- 
ing broke Vesuvius sent forth smoke, flame 
and stones, but the springs in the Campagna 
gave no indications, as they usually do, be- 
fore an eruption. Their temperature re- 
mained unchanged, although seven hours 
previously slight quakings occurred at several 
places in the kingdom of Naples. Suddenly, 
at fifteen minutes after ten a. m, three loud 
explosions were heard on the costs of Casam.- 
icciola as if they came from beneath upward, 
orfrom the interior of the Eporneo volcano 
outward. In three seconds the fatal undulat- 
ory shock came, laying a part of thé town in 
ruins and killing a number of people. 

Fifteen hundred tons of chloride of lime 
was used at Cassamiocciola during yesterday 
for deoderizing purposes, but the stench in 
the upper town is still unchangeable. Water 
gushed violently out of the springs again to- 
day. It was almost boiling hot. A slight 
hock was telt on Monday night. Two guards 
were killed. The military prevent the land- 
ing of all persons not provided with special 
passess. An earthquake was felt at Oporto, 
Portugal, yesterday. It caused greatalarm.

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THE LEGISLATURE. 


BUSINESS RECORD OF BOTH HOUS- 
ES OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


The Proceedings in the Senate—The Voings in the 
House—i'ne Latroduction of New Matter and 
the Passage of Bills ona Taird Reading— 

Tae Rsports of Committess--Points. 


The senate met at the usual hour, President 
Boynton calling the body to order. Prayer 
by the chaplain. Roll and journal 
read and approved. 

The report of the judiciary committee was 
submitted by Mr. DuBignon, recommending 
bill, “as 


( 
called 


tne passage of the following senate 
amended: A bill to fix the time and method 
_Of trial of cases of mandamus before judges 
of the superior courts etc. <A bill 
regulate the practice of claim cases in 
courts of the state was reported on unfavor- 
ably by the committee. 

The bill to amend section 4587 of the code 
with reference to persons fraudulently ob- 
taining credit, was read, and discussion re- 
sumed, the bill baving been under considera 
tion on Tuesday, when interrupted by the 
special order for redistricting the state. 

“It had been reported adversely on by the 
judiciary, and Mr. Tutt had moved to dis- 
ugree with the report of the committee. 

Mr. Hughes spoke in favor of the passage 
of the bili. 

Mr. Tutt spoke at length on the bill, urging 
its passage and showing the necessity of such 
a bill. He did not want it amended but 
thought it complete as it was,and that the 
amendments would kill the purpose of the 
bill. He advocated the bill simply for the 
interest of the state and for no personal mo- 
tives. He did not expect to come back here. 
He wished the members of this legislature 
would vote on the bills before it without any 
consideration as to whether or not the vote 
would injure their getting back. His mem- 

‘bership of the senate may be his political 
winding sheet, and the only thing he asked 

**was the passage of this little bill as a tablet 
to his memory.”’ 

Mr. Baker advocated the passage of the bill 
in astrong argument. 

Mr. Frederick spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Beall would vote for the bill if it could 
be perfected. His part of the country did 
not need it, but it may be necessary in other 
parts, and he would vote for it if it was 
changed in a way which he thought proper. 

Mr. Davis agreed with Mr. Beall. He 
thought a change in the bill necessary, and 
would vote for it if so altered. 

The previous question was called and or- 
dered. The amendments to the bill were put 
and all lost. The substitute of Senator Tutt 
was agreed to, and the report of the commit- 
tee wus disagreed to—yeas 24, nays 13. 

On the passage of the bill as amended, the 
yeas were 24, the nays13. The bill having 
been read three times and having received a 
constitutional majority, was announced pass- 
ed. 

Hons, Patrick Walsh, Samuel Hawkins, B.H. 
Patterson, A. H.Guerry, J. D. Billups, W. 8. 
Wallace and A. L. Mitchell were invited to 
seats on tne floor of the senate. 

The special order of the day was announced, 
being a bill toexempt from garnishment the 
wages of journeymen mechanics and day la- 
borers. ‘The bill had received an adverse re- 
port from the judiciary committee. A mo- 
tion to disagree to the report of the commit- 
tee failed to pass and the bill was lost. 

By Mr. Pike—A joint resolution to em- 
power the special committee on investigation 
of the charges of illegal management of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, to send 
for persoas and papers, to administer oaths 
and liketestimony. Agreed to, and at once

By Mr. Smith—A resolution to appoint a 
committee of five from the house and three 
from the senate to whom shal! be referred all 
bills relating to the building of a new capi- 
tol. Lost. 

Several house bills were read the first time 
and committed. 

Mr. Polhill of the committee on finance, 
submitted a report as follows: The comasit- 
tee had considered a house bill to require rsil- 
road companies of this state to return their 
property for taxation by counties, etc., and 
reported adversely on its passage. 

Senator Jones gave notice that he would 
move to disagree to the report of the commit- 
tee. On motion, the senate adjourned. 

THE HOUSE. 

The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Garrard. {Prayer by chap- 
lain, The roll was called and the journal! was 
read and approved. Several committees sub- 
mitted reports which wereread. The special 
order of the day was the consideration of the 
general local option bill. The temperance 
committee reported a substitute for the origi- 
nal bill by Mr. Pringie,*of Washington. 

Mr. McBride, of Haralson, offered a substi- 
tute for the whole which was a bill 
to provide for election in_ districts 
outside of towns and cities on the 
liquor traffic on the petition of one-third of 
the cifizeis, not more than one election to be 


olcbride appealed to the friends of tem- 
peratice to unite on the substitute he had 
offered, as it was practicable and contained a 
reform which might be carried through. 

Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, moved to recom- 
mit the whole matter to the judiciary com- 
mittee, that they might frame a bill which is 
not objectionable from a constitutional point 
of view. 

Mr. Pringle, of Washington, opposed the 
recommittal. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, though he was op- 

yosed to the bill, was also opposed to the de- 
oo of the matter. 

Mr. Watson, of McDuttie, opposed the re- 
conimittal, The legislature has been here 
thirty days and done hardly anything. The 
house ought to finish this matter now. 

The motion to recommit was lost. 

Mr. Pringle, of Washington, opposed the 
substitute of Mr. McBride. 

Mr. Bartlett, of Bibb, favored the substitute 
offered by Mr. McBride, asit obviated such 
frequent elections as those provided for in 
the other bill. 

On motion of Mr. Humber, of Putnam, the 
committee bill was taken up by sections for 
consideration and amendment. 

_Mr. Midelebrook, of Newton, moved to 
amend the first section so that it would re- 
quire a petition of the majority of the voters 
ip any county to bring on an election. 

Mr. Russell, of Decatur, said the proposi- 
tion was absurd on its face. 

Mr. Pringle ‘opposed the amendment. It 
was lost. 

Several amendments were offered to the 
first section, and Mr. Pripgle opposed them. 

Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, said that he gave every 
member credit for honest intentions in offer- 
ing any amendment and he thought every 
member ought to try to perfect the bill 
whether he intended to vote for it er not. 

Mr. Fite, of Bartow, wanted the petition 
for an election to be signed by one-tenth of 
the qualified votes instead of fifty free hold- 
ers and offered an amendment to that effect. 

Mr. Hawks, of Sumter, favored the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Hulsey, of Fulton, thought that more 
than fifty free holders ought to be required to 
bring on an election. 

Mr. Fite of Bartow. moved to amend so as 
to require one-fifth of the voters in any mili- 
tia district, and one-tenth when the election 
was in the whole county. Mr. Fite’s amend- 
ment was agreedto. — 

Mr. Gary of Richmond, moved to strike out 
all the first section after the enacting clause. 
Lost. 

After varions other efforts to amend the 
first section of the bill, the section was agreed 
to by 105 veas to 37 nays. 

The hour of adjournment arrived when the 
house was considering the fifth section of the 
bill. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

Judge A. L. Mitchell of Athens was an in- 
terested listener inthe senate gailery yes- 
terday. : 


Senator Parks has quite a talent as a 
draughtsman, and has embellished the cover 
blotter of his desk with quite an artistic piece 
of work in the way ofa portrait of a fellow 
senator, Itis greatly admired and attracts 
much attention. 

Senator Tutt was shocked yesterday at the 
very fluent manner in which Senator Baker 
spoke of ‘‘at that stage of the game.”’ Both 
are first-class Bible scholars, and vie with one 
another as to who can make the most appro- 
priaie quotations in the least time. 

During Senator Tutt’s argument yesterday 
on his credit bill, his necktie, owing to his 
excitement, crawled around and presented 
the bow at the back of his neck. His atien- 
tion being called to the fact, he replied: ‘‘I 
don’tcare, | expect some gentleman will vote 
against this bill because my cravat 1s tied 
like itis. It’s just as-captious as the uther 
objection !”’ 

Senator Gustin, of the 22nd, ranks as one 
of the leading lawyers of the senate. His 
Opinions on legal points are highly valued, 
and his counsei as a member of the judiciary 
committee is considered of great importance 
in shaping the reports of that committee. His 
arguments are alwavs logical and are deliver- 
ed with clearness and force, showing careful 
study and an unprejudiced consideration. 

The advocates of the general local option 
bill were very coutident last night that it will 
pass the heuse to-day. They regard the vote 
of 105 to 37 on the adoption of the first section 
as indicative of their strength and expect re- 
cruits from the absentees of yesterday. The 
tinal vote on the bill will probably be had be- 
fore noon. 

This is the most important day of the ses- 
sion. The local option bill comes over in the 
house from yesterday. The State road !ease 
is aspecial order. A judge of the supreme 
court is to be elected. Lt all these matters are 
disposed of it will be a capital day’s work. 

' The joint session for the’election of a jus- 
tice of the supreme court will begin at noon. 
The contest will be lively. Five names, at 
least, will be voted for on the first ballot. 
Friends of the candidates were hard at work 
last night.

Nimble Fingers Which Turn Vut the Dude's Style of 
Tobacco. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

No habit has grown upon the creature human in 
the last ten years like cigarette-smoking. Millions 
of the insidious little paper packages are consumed 
every year in tue United States, and they retain 
popularity in spite of an occasional crusade against 
them. Cigarette-smoking differs from tobacco- 
smoking in the fact that the practiced cigarette- 
user i:hales the smoke. This fact draws down 
upon the practice denunciations even from quart- 
ers where the cigar is tolerated. 

Cigarettes are made in Richmond, Lynchburg, 
New Yorkand Baltimore. In this city there are 
four large factories and a great many small ones, 
Giris are employed to roll them, and each deft set 
of fingers can make from 2,000 to 3,00 cigarettes a 
day. Areporterof The Sun went through a large 
factory in this city yesterday where there were 
about 100 girls at work. The girls were busy in one 
large room. They wore calico dresses as a rule; 
each oveupied a sort of a table or desk, and all of 
them were vivacious and healthy looking. A girl 
whose rapid fingers were turning 
out about five cigarettes & 
was addressed and was asked some 
questi mS as lo how she liked the trade, : 
inttle two-by-four piece of stiff paper pasted on the 
table before her, the end toward her being loose. 
A pile of inviting looking tobacco’ was heap ‘doin 
front of her, which with little oblongs of Ussue pa- 
erandapot of mucilage completed her outfit.

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Oppevetiioa to l wo Proposed Changes Expressed lefore 
the Legisiative Commitice. 

Yesterday afternoon the 
On corporations met in the office of the attor- 
ney general. Among other things it consid- 
ered the pitta changes in the charter of 
. the city of Atlanta. 

Mr. Benjamin ik 
chamber ot commerce, appeared 
the adoption o: the tollowing propused 
amendments, of which Councilman bBrother- 
ton is the autho: 

‘‘The mayor and general council of said city 
may, in their discretion, impose a tax on the 
gross sales of all merchandise of every kind 
and description soldin said city, said tax not 
to exceed one-eighth of one per cent on the 
amount of gross sales of goods sold at whole- 
sale, and said tag shal! not exceed one-fourth 
of one per cent "On the amount of gross sales 
of goods sold at retail, and the said mayor 
and general council shall have full power and 
authority to provide by ordinance for the 
levy oi this tax, the return under oath by 
merchants and traders of . the amount 
of their gross. sales and to provide 
adequate penalties for neglect or refusal to 
make such returns and to enforce the collec- 
tion of such tax by execution, levy and sale 
as other taxes due said city are collected. The 
power herein conferred on said mayor and 
general council shall not deprive them of 
power and authority to levy an advalorem 
tax on ail merchandise in said city equal to 
that levied on ail species of taxable 
‘property in said city provided that said may- 
or and general! council shall not for the same 
year levy an advalorem tax on merchandise 
and tax the gross sales thereof as provided for 
in this section.”’ 

The 6bjection of the me 
amendment is that it would impose an oner 
ous and unjust tax upon them. ‘The present 
tax of 1)4 per cent on merchanize exacts P00 
carries $40. 000 of stock 
on the Istof April. The propesed tax “— 
cause the same merchant to pay ),of 1 per 
cent. on $600,000 or $700,000 of gross sales in 
addition. 

Itis understood that Mr. Brotherton has 
prepared an amendment which will be satis- 
factory to all persons concerned. It pives the 
council the option to levy the tax of }, of | 
per cent on gross sales in lieu of 
any tax on capital invested or solvent debts. 
The bill will probably be reported to the 
house with this amendment, and no further 
opposition will then be made to the passage 
or the section referred to. 

The question of abolishing the street com- 
mission was also discussed before the com- 
mittee. Mayor Goodwin represented the coun- 
cil on its resolution in favor of abolishing the 
board and ex-Mayor English represented the 
citizens opposed to the abolition of the board. 
Both gave the committee their reasons. 
Briefly, it is argued that the commission has 
given satisfaction tothe people of Atlanta; 
that it has improved the streets economically ; 
that the work is saferin the hands of men 
specially chosen withafew to their fitness 
for it than it would be if left to 
the genera] run of ceuncil 
committee work, that the people of Atlanta 
do not desire any change in the system, this 
assertion being supported by a long petition 
of citizens. 

On the other hand, it is urged that the 
street commission isa co-ordinate legislative 
branch of the city government with Do wer to 
nullifyany action of council; that it has 
done more work simply 
cause — it has more money, 3 
being appropriated this year, against $20,000 
in 1580, the highest amount ever spent up to 
that time on the streets. It is proposed by 
the advocates of the change to test the ques- 
tion Whether the people desire the abolition 
of the conmiuission or pot, by mitting the 
amendment toa popular vote.

He recommended 
the ordinary goosequill as the best tooth-pick 
and said that the teeth should be cleaned im- 
mediately after each meal especially after 
supper. Of course there were many other 
interesting points touched upon by Dr. Chis- 
olm but tnose mentioned were of perhaps the 
greatest interest to the public. 

Mr. Hunt followed in a valuable paper on 
the same line. Hesaid that bad teeth was 
one-of the prices that we pay to our civiliza- 
tion, that savages enjoyed good teeth, that 
the teeth of the Esquimaux were sound, that 
the North American Indian had good teeth, 
though not as good as the Esquimaux, and 
that the Sandwich Islander possessed good 
teeth, although not so good as those of the 
North American Indians. There have been, 
he said, several causes assigned for the bad 
teeth that marks civilized nations. Some lay 
the fault to coffee, others to tobacco,others to 
soft food, others to the eliminaiion of the 
phosphates from bread by the boiting pro- 
cess adopted by the mills. He said that 
the receipt that he would give for good teeth 
was abundant fresh air, physical exercise, 
plain tood of such a character require 
thorough mastication and water as a bever- 
age. Tme paper was listened to with close at- 
tention, and seemed to awake a deep inter- 
est among the members of the association. 

Dr. Walker, of New Orleans, 
remarks on the importance of 
hygiene,

and followed the old battle flag of the Eigh- 


teenth. For the§past month the reunion has 
been the talk of the old soldiers, and as each 
day brought it nearer their pleasures augment- 
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ed, until yesterday, when they culminated 
in handshaking and meeting of old 
and comrades who haye been separated 
the past sixteen years.
